MEMORANDA. 


Trade.—The Oversea imports during November were valued at £3,878,498, 
and show an increase of £694,788, or 21-8 per cent., as compared with 
the corresponding month of last year. The total for five months, 
July to November, 1918, was £18,623,175, an increase of £7,361,475, or 
over 65:3 per cent., in comparison with the corresponding period in 1917. 

The Oversea exports during December amounted to 53,084,678, 
being a decrease of £983,746, or 24-1 per cent., as compared with the 
corresponding month of last year. For the six months, July to 
December, 1918, there was an increase of £3,819,465, or 21-8 per cent. 
compared with the same period for 1917. 


Imports at Sydney.—Excluding the value of the imports from State ports, 
the articles imported, Interstate, at the port of Sydney, in January, 
were valued at £1,240,400. The following is a summary of the imports

Gold Production.—The gold yield during January, 1919, was 4,220 oz. 
crude, equal to 4,120 oz. fine, valued at £17,499, and showed a decrease 
of 1,738 oz. fine, and £7,386 in value, compared with January of last 
year. 


Cost of Living, Sydney.—from the information collected each month (see 
Table 56) as to the retail prices in Sydney cf food and groceries, it 
appears that in January, 1919, prices were 47-0 per cent. higher than 
in July, 1914 ;7:1 per cent. higher than in January, 1918; and 3:1 per 
cent. higher than in the preceding month, December, 1918. 

Meat, which is included in the results quoted above, shows prices in 
January, 1919, 66°6 per cent. higher than in July, 1914; 7-7 per 
cent. lower than in January, 1918 ; and the same as in December, 1918.

The increase over December was due mainly to seasonal advances in 
the prices of potatoes, eggs, bacon, and cheese ; onions being the only 
commodity for which lower prices were quoted. 


Meteorology.—The rainfall during January was below the average 
generally, although a few places in the N.E. quarter of the 
State received useful totals, mostly in the form of thunderstorms 
succeeding sultry weather conditions. Very little rain fell in the 
southern or western districts, some parts receiving none whatever. 
The N.E. district réceived a useful rainstorm each week. The highest 
totals recorded during the month were Walcha 593, Camden Haven 
560, and Cape Hawke 541 points,

Intense heat waves occurred in several districts, 115 degrees being 
reached at Mogil, 114 at Jerry’s Plains, Balranald, and Menindie, and 
113 at Bourke and Wilcannia. The resuitant southerlies were 
responsible for some very low readings, the lowest being Kosciusko 24_ 
degrees, Kiandra 25, Nimitabel 32, and Murrumburrah and Bombala 
33 degrees each. 

At Sydney the highest temperature was 97-9 degrees on the 21st and 
the lowest 58°8 on the 18th. The total rainfall was 155 points, being 
202 points below the average. 


Vital Siatistics—Sydney and Suburbs — January, 1919.—Th> births 
registered numbered 1,680, equal to 25-45 per 1,000 of population 
per annum ; of the total, 854 were males and 8: 2p females. ‘The rate is 
7:7 per cent. below the average of the previous tive yeais, 

The deaths numbered 651, namely, 361 males and 290 females. ‘The 
mortality rate of 9°85 per 1,000 of population per annum is 3:6 per 
cent. below the average of the previous five years. The deaths were 
below the average in all age-groups except 65 and over. 

The infantile mortality was 75-0 per 1,000 births, and is 2:0 per cent. 
below the average for the month of January for the previous five years. 


New Buildings—Metropolis.— According to returns supplied by the several 
Town Clerks, there were erected, in the Metropolitan area, during 
January, 431 new buildings, as compared with 384 in January, 1918. 


Land Selections.— During January, 119 applications were made for 122,578 
acres under the Crown Lands Acts ; ; and 80,749 acres, representing 104 
blocks, were gazetted for residential settlement, which includes: areas 
set apart for returned soldiers.
